World War Vet

Maj. Myron Kirberger Jr., 


USAF (retired), of 1840 Jackson 
Run rd. is the llth Republican 
to announce his candidacy for 
the post of county commission- 
er. 


A 1938 graduate of Warren 


High School, Kirberger entered 
military service in 1942. After 
graduating from flying school in 
1943, he served as a pilot in 
the European theatre. 


Kirberger piled up 42 combat 


missions 
in a B26 during 


World War EL During the Ko- 
rean conflict he flew transport 
aircraft. Kirberger said his 
transport 
missions involved 


evacuating wounded men and 
carrying high priority cargo 
between the U.S. and Japan. 


In all, he amassed a total 


of almost 6,000 flying hours, 
Kirberger said. 


He noted that his administra- 


tive experience in the Air Force 
would be more germane to the 
county 
commissioner's post 


than his flying experience. For 
18 of his 24 years in the Air 
Force, Kirberger's primary 
jobs were in the administrative 
field. 


After World War n, he spent 


two years as a liaison officer

at various nospitals. Kirberger 
said this experience gave him 
a good insight into the efficient 
management of hospitals. 


He was assistant adjutant gen- 


eral of an Air Transport Wing 
in Hawaii prior to 1952. He said 
he was responsible in great 
measure for the administration 
of Hickam Field in Hawaii. He 
attended the University of Ha- 
wail, where he studied business 
law 
and American govern- 


ment. 


Kirberger said he returned to 


the mainland U.S. in 19 52 and be- 
came chief of administration of 
a Weather Group. He was later 
assigned to flying duties in the 
North Atlantic and Arctic re- 
gions. 


Kirberger said that due to his 


flying and administrative exper- 
ience he was then assigned to 
Reykjavik Airport in Iceland, 
where he became base opera- 
tions officer. That post was 
roughly comparable to the po- 
sition of airport manager, he 
said. 


Following the Iceland tour, 


he was assigned again to the 
U.S. as a Wing Inspector at 
Dover AFB, Del. Next, said 
Kirberger, he became a hous- 
ing officer responsible for one 
of the largest military housing 
developments or, the east coast. 


Just before his recent retire- 


ment 
he was Headquarters 


Squadron Commander of an or- 
ganization of 900 men. 


He returned to Warren Coun- 


ty immediately after his retire- 
ment. He said yesterday, "Iplan 
to stay here. I've been all over 
the U.S, and the world, but when 
I decided to put down stakes, 
nothing else quite filled the 
bill." 


"Since this is my home, I

NSA supervisory board, told a 
news conference that some of 
the NSA officers were aware of 
the student group's association 
with the CIA and gathered sen. 


sitive information "and report- 
ed it to their counterparts." 


The information, he said, 


dealt with personalities and pol- 
itics in student organizations 
abroad, rather than hard intelli- 
gence. 


Brown reported some of the 


dealings with the Central Intel- 
ligence Agency at the close of an 
emergency session of the NSA 
board, prompted by disclosure 
that the CIA had subsidized 
NSA overseas programs for 15 
years.

The problem now emerging in 


the opinion of disarmament of- 


ficials is to win acceptance of 
the proposed treaty by some 
of the potential nuclear pow. 
ers, such as India, West Ger. 
many and Sweden. Already re- 
sentment is building up among 
some of the non-nuclear powers 
over such proposed treaty pro. 
visions as international con- 
trols over peaceful atomic ac- 
tivities and a prohibition on 
the development of "peaceful" 
atomic explosives. 


It is accepted that probably 


several months of negotiations 
will be required to win agree- 
ment on all points by the non. 
nuclear states, and that it may 
be late summer before a nu- 
clear nonprolifieration treaty 
is signed. 


In addition to its immediate 


impact in preventing perhaps a 
dozen or more nations 
from 


moving toward acquisition of 
atomic weapons, a nonprolifera- 
tion treaty, Administration of. 
ficials hope, also will set the 
stage for agreement on other 
arms control measures, such 
as a "freeze" on the produc- 
tion or deployment of offensive 
and defensive nuclear weapons 
sy-terns.

taken in on the CIA secret. 
These included, he said, most of 
the presidents and international 
vice presidents, officers who 
served for one year and some 
staff members. 


He said that before being told 


of the CIA connection, these 
youths were required to take an 
oath 
of secrecy and were 


warned that "violation of the 
oath could lead to jail penalties 
of up to 20 years." 


There is no evidence, he said, 


that the CIA was involved in 
any of the association's domes, 
tic programs, including appar- 
ently the group's extensive ac-

Apollo Death Ship 
Taken from Tower 
CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) — The~Apollanieath-sinp-*aar- 


lowered from the top of its Saturn 1 booster yesterday—exactly 
three weeks after a fire inside the craft killed three American 
astronauts. 


For the next several days, the cone-shaped hulk — wrecked by 


the blaze that killed Air Force Lt, Cols. Virgil I. Grissom and 
Edward H. White n and Navy Lt, Cmdr. Robert B. Chaffee — 
will be examined in detail by investigators probing to find out 
what caused the tragedy. 


Black smudge marks were clearly visible on the heat shield 


at the base of Apollo 1 as abridge crane overhead slowly 
lowered it from the top of its booster rocket, 218 feet above 
the ground, to a flatbed truck waiting below to take it to a 
building CHI nearby Merritt Island. 


The darkest smudge marks could be seen around the center 


of the spacecraft's base and at one side, near the spot where 
astronaut Chaffee was seated when the tragedy occurred. The 
remainder of the spacecraft was covered with a silvery protec- 
tive wrapping and nothing else was visible. 


The Apollo 1's engine section, called a service module, and a 


tapered adapter section that acts as a spacer between the 
booster and spaceship are both to be removed from the launch 
pad next week, probably Tuesday, a National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration spokesman said. 


As technicians gingerly lowered the 9,400^pound Apollo 1, a 


board of review continued searching for a cause of the fire. 


Sources said the board was tracing the path of the fire and 


analyzing metals to determine the amount of heat generated at 
different points in the spacecraft. 


In a memorandum released Wednesday, NASA Deputy Ad. 


ministrator Robert C. Seamans Jr. said there is evidence that 
the fire may have had more than one phase, starting as a 
smaller blaze that erupted into an inferno. 


Inside a building on Merritt Island, investigators planned to 


carefully disassemble components inside Apollo 1, comparing 
each one with components inside a similar spacecraft flown 
here to aid in the investigation.

Sets Talk 
On Policy 


SYOSSET, NX (AP) — Sen. 


Robert F. Kennedy, D.N.Y., 
said yesterday he has a major 
Vietnam policy speech in the 
works. And he again voiced se» 
rious reservations about the 
bombing of North Vietnam. 


"The war should be settled m 


South Vietnam at the peace ta- 
ble," Kennedy told a group of 
Syosset High School students, 
after a majority of them had 
expressed approval of increas- 
ed bombing of the North. 


There had been speculation 


that Kennedy plans to take the 
Senate floor for a dissent from 
the Johnson administration's 
Vietnam policies, even at the 
risk of an open break which 
could split the Democratic par. 
ty.However, in confirming to 
newsmen that he plans a major 
policy speech, Kennedy said: 
"K is premature to character. 
ize it one way or the other." 


Kennedy said he probably 


would deliver the speech in the 
Senate within the next several 
weeks. 


Earlier this week, the junior 


senator from New York said he 
regretted resumption of U.S. 
bombing in North Vietnam fol. 
lowing the lunar 
new year 


truce. 


During a visit to Long Island 


yesterday, ashowo*'handsb> 2,. 
000 Syosset High School stu- 
dents showed most of them in 
favor of increasing the bombing 
in North Vietnam. Kennedy put 
a similar question earlier to 
200 students at Friends Aca- 
demy in Locust Vafiey. and 
the sentiment there also favor- 
ed increased bombing. 


Afterwards, Kennedy told the

military effectiveness of the 
bombing of North Vietnam."

COLOMB BECHAR, Algeria (AP) — An international band 


of 24 yachtsmen, including three Americans, is sailing toward 
West Africa's Atlantic coast across 1,500 miles of the Sahara. 


The sailors, who set out from here Monday, take turns at 


manning a dozen sand yachts —singtenplace craft with three 
wheels, a mast and sail —which can hit 60 miles an hour 
when the wind is right. 
Leaving in high spirits from this inland town near the Mor- 


occan border, the sailors vowed they would go all the way to 
Nouakchott, 
Mauritania, 
on wind power alone. But they soon 


had to change their minds. 


A stiff breeze which helped the land fleet on its way

Powell Will Be Seated 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


clear majority of the House 
committee investigating Adam 
Clayton Powell Jr. was reported 
yesterday to favor seating him 
with a stiff censure motion, 
probably including a fine or 
withholding some of his pay. 


Although these thoughts have 


not wholly crystallized, most 
members of the select commit- 
tee are understood to believe 
Uiis is the most severe action it 
is practical for the House to 
take. A money penalty against 
Powell would be to cover gov- 
ernment funds he allegedly con- 
verted to his own use. 


To expel him, they feel, would 


make him a martyr and proba- 
bly would mean the House 
would have to deal with the 
matter again if, as expected, 
the Harlem Democrat won a 
special election for his vacated 
seat. 


Although 
the nine-member 


committee has taken no votes 
and reached no firm agree- 
ments on recommendations to 
be submitted to the House next 
Thursday, the general outlines 


of a consensus have emerged. 


But the situation is described 


as still fluid and subject to 
change when committee ses- 
sions resume Monday. 


What concerns the members 


the most, reliable informants 
report, is the need for unanimi- 
ty and a strong argument to 
persuade the House that the 
recommended action is both 
constitutional and the strongest 
practical penalty that can be 
imposed on Powell. 


At the moment, a small mi. 


nority of the committee still is 
reported to be holding out for a 
recommendation to expel Pow- 
ell, but members on both sides 
of the aisle hold out the hope a 
unanimous 
decision 
can be 


reached. 


Eight of the nine committee 


members are understood to feel 
the House could, if it wished, 
exclude Powell from his seat 
without even giving him the 
oath of office. But they are like- 
ly to reject this course for it 
could lead to a protracted court 
battle. 


A move to expel Powell after 


he is administered the oath 
would require a two-thirds ma- 
jority, while one to exclude him 
would take only a simple major, 
ity. 


Members are pretty well 


agreed 
that stiff action is 


warranted against Powell on at 
least three counts: Evidence of 
defiance of New York courts in 
a long-standing and still-pending 
damage judgment case; audit 
reports indicating Powell and 
other staff members of theEdu. 
cation and Labor Committee 
often flew to Miami at govern- 
ment expense en route to his 
fishing retreat at Bimini in the 
Bahamas; and testimony by his 
estranged third wife that indi- 
cated Powell banked and spent 
without permission paychecks 
made out to her in a period 
when she was not working* 


Mrs. Powell told the commit- 


tee Thursday that the endorse- 
ment signatures on 19 checks 
totaling more than $26,000 in 
1965 and 1966 were not hers, and 
that Powell had balked her ef- 
forts to go back to work or get 
off the payroll.

to settle the future of Vietnam, 


If words mean anything, the 


public declaration in 7_,ondon by 
Prime Minister Kosygin envis- 
ages just such reciprocity. He 
told the world last week that if 
there were a cease-fire in the 
air over North Vietnam "the 
way would be cleared to the 
negotiating table. , .to seek :i 
way to a political settlement of 
the Vietnam problem." 


Inseparably conneclsd with 


this declaration is the pronosi- 
LARRY STOTZ 


'ion that the way would not be 
cleared if the suspension of the 
bombing were followed not by 
a conference, but by a rein- 
forced invasion of South Viet- 
nam or by greatly intensified 
terrorism in South Vietnam. It 
is not possible to suppose that 
Kosygin thinks there could be 
a conference to settle the po- 
litical future of Vietnam with- 
out such a general cease-fire. 


Therefore, 
in my view, we 


should take Kosygin at his word 
and should reply that we will 
suspend the bombing on the un- 
derstanding 
that 
the Soviet 


Union intends to promote a con- 
ference. 


This would be not only prom- 


ising, but widely acceptable at 
home and abroad. It would also 
be a very strong position for 
the government to take. It rests 
on the assumption that, unless 
the contrary is proved, Kosygin 
is not deceiving us when in ef- 
fect lie promises a conference if 
the bombing in the North is sus- 
pended. 


Even if Hanoi refused the con- 


.Cerence and the whole gambit 
railed, such a position would 
verify and validate the prom- 
ises and pledges made by the 
President since his Baltimore 
address of April 7, 1965. The 


address was delivered shortly 
after the bombing of North Viet- 
nam began and must be read as 
an official statement of our ob- 
jectives in the bombing. 


The formula of military re- 


clprocity sounds a good deal 
stronger and tougher than in fact 
it is. For it is almost impos- 
sible to define military rec- 
iprocity when you have to com- 
pare guerrilla forces and highly 
organized professional forces. 


One of the essential char- 


acteristics of this war is that 
the great majority of the fight- 
ing forces on the other side can 
disappear and reappear without 
our being able to keep close 
watch on them. What could be 
watched, what can be kept track 
of is bombing and gunfire: a 
violation of a cease-fire while 
a conference was taking place 
could not be concealed. 


I have, of course, no way of 


knowing whether a policy which 
began by taking Kosygin at his 
word would be followed by a 
general cease-fire and a con- 
ference. The reality of things 
is very ornery indeed. But to 
take him at his word would still 
be the wisest course for us. For 
it would align our policy with our 
promises and pledges.

The voices of the prophets of 


doom, who had predicted a tim- 
bs- famine, have been hushed 
by the sheer force of Nature's 
renewal. The forest that it was 
thought would take centuries to 
restore has come back in little 


more than half a century. 


To those with the "forest 


primeval" concept, this second- 
growth may seem a poor substi- 
tute for the virgin forest about 
which Longfellow wrote. They 
forget, though, that the "forest 
primeval" was not a second 
Eden. Fire, disease, windthrow 
and other catastrophes plagued 
the virgin forest before the 
white man ever set foot on 
these shores. 


Second-growth forests, under 


intensive management, can be 
even more attractive than the 
virgin forest. Here the forest 
manager does not have to prac- 
tice "tree geriatrics" — that 
frustrating attempt to keep alive 
trees that have long passed their 
prime, as at Hearts Content 
Scenic Area on the Allegheny 
National Forest. 


If the fuse can be taken out 


of our population explosion so 
that man cannot by sheer weight 
of numbers force the forests 
off the land, there will never 
be a timber famine in the United 
States. 


It will not be necessary to 


wait for two centuries for trees 
to mature. Today, technological 
developments can make little 
trees as valuable as big ones 
for many purposes, and forest 
genetics will produce fast grow- 
ing trees of si^erior quality.

have just had a New Year's 
celebration and, from their 
viewpoint, we're in the Year of 
the 
Goat. In Pennsylvania, 


meanwhile, we are in the year 
of the Elephant. Politically, this 
is the year the offices in 67 
courthouses go on the line. 
This is the odd-nurnbered year 
the country politicians show the 
state organizations how it's 
done. This is the year a host of 
county commissioners renew 
associations in remote farm- 
houses and in general stores at 
crossroads they've never heard 
of in the State Highways De- 
partment. 


Republicans proliferate in the 


county row offices, on boards 
of commissioners, and in town- 
ships and boroughs. For more 
than a century the Party has 
dominated — by more than 
double — the number of public 
offices held across Pennsylva- 
nia. At the core of this network 
is the Corthouse elite, and this 
is the quadrennial election year 
when they roll up their sleeves. 


In forty eight courthouses 


across Pennsylvania, the corri- 
dors and the offices are cool 
and lonely places for a Demo- 
crat. Often the minority com- 
missioner is a stranger to his 
own Democratic county chair- 
man. As a rule, he is hand- 
picked, and GOP committee 
people arrange for carefully- 
selected "bullet" votes. Vice 
versa in many of the 19 counties 
where Democrats rule. 


These are the conditions 


under which the Republican 
Party Is mounting an impres- 
sive registration drive. It's no 
casual thing, this effort to slash 
into 
the existing 
statewide 


Democratic majority of 80,590. 
Republican mechanics have sat 
at the shrine of national GOP 
chairman Ray Bliss for more 
than a year now, learning the 
detail of his grass roots system. 
In the 30 working days between 
now and March 21, an army of 
Commonwealth patronage ap- 
pointees will spread the gospel 
according toSaintRay— "Build 
a 
Commonwealth of Excel- 


lence" — then ask for the 
order: Register now with the 
Republican Party, or switch to 
Republican. 


As evidence that all is serene, 


progressive, and "excellent" 
under Republican 
rule, por- 


traits of the governor 
are 


springing onto courthouse walls 
throughout 
the state. Gov. 


Shafer himself will shun mean- 
ingful tax discussions until 
April. An imposing advertising 
campaign is being energized at 
the local level. Key piece is an 
advertisement, to be imprinted 
with the name of the county 
committee and its chairman. 


In this ad, the governor is 


pictured in shirtsleeves, sur- 
rounded by four bright-looking 
state employes and asking, 
"Shouldn't YOU be in the pic- 
ture?" It then urges the reader 
to "Become a Pennsylvania Re- 
publican 
and help Governor 


Shafer build a Commonwealth of 
Excellence." Local commit- 
tees have been schooled in the 
techniques of radio spot ad- 
vertising, 
buying 
billboard 


space, ringing doorbells and 
making phone calls. For the 
outstanding registration work- 
er in each county, there will be 
a day in Harrisburg as "guest" 
of the State Legislature, lunch 
with the lieutenant governor and 
a handshake and an individually- 
posed picture with the governor.

While the Democrats certain- 


ly will mount a registration 
campaign, it can in no way 
match the highly-organized Re- 
publican effort which places a 
tremendous reliance on the 
patronage manpower the Repub- 
lican State Committee has at 
its command. In view of the 
Democrats' Inability to fore- 
stall the organization's upset in 
last spring's gubernatorial pri- 
mary, it is difficult to visualize 
any imposing effort in a regis- 
tration drive this spring. 


Shy 
of an imposing per- 


sonality about which it can 
rally, the Democratic party 
must spend this Year of the 
Elephant shoring its bastions in 
the big cities and counties. Most 
certainly it will retain an over- 
all lead in the mayoralties in 
the 51 largest cities— although 
an upset seems in the making in 
Philadelphia where Democrats 
are feuding and Republicans are 
marketing prospective candi- 
dates like soap. Elsewhere, with 
a majority of 28 to 23 in Penn- 
sylvania's bigger town halls, 
only eight Democratic mayors 
face an election in 1967, while 
13 Republican mayors are in the 
final years of their terms. 


Yet Republicans are showing 


a quiet confidence. They are 
building party strength around 
the Shafer slogan. Their ap- 
proach is neither flamboyant, 
nor cocky. They say they will 
pare down the Democratic state- 
wide majority by 40,000 to 50,- 
000 during the next month. 
Their timetable calls for a final 
push into the registration lead 
during the general 
election 


registration period next fall. 


Ail this takes money, man- 


power 
and dedication. The

The problem, however, re- 


mains. It is that the Commu. 
nist nations, and particularly 
the Soviet Union, are constantly 
trying to influence university- 
leaders, labor union leaders, 
leading writers and other po- 
tentially powerful individuals 
of the coming generation all 
over the world. Thus, not only 
Mao Tse-tung and the other 
Chinese 
Communist leaders, 


but even Chiang Kia.shek, spent 
time in Moscow many years ago 
as part of Moscow's plan to 
communize China. 


This battle for the allegiance 


of the coming leaders of the 
world has never really beer. 
faced openly and effectively by 
the United States government, 
Seme funds have been voted 
openly for cultural exchange 
and student programs through 
the State Department, but Rep. 
John Rooney of New York, who 
presides over the State De- 
partment's appropriations, has 
never been enthusiastic about 
approving funds for this ex- 


tremely important intellectual 
competition, 
ana successive 


administrations have chosen to 
evade the problem rather than 
being candid about it. 


That is to say, instead of 


facing up to Rooney affd his 
powerful associates in the Con. 
gress with a very good argu- 
ment, they evaded them by 
going underground to the C.I.A. 
wiih a very bad and deceptive 
device. Instead of educating the 
Congress on the hard facts of 
a very complex intellectual and 
political war, they chose in- 
stead to corrupt the leaders 
of the youth organizations, de. 
ceive the students, and mis- 
lead the Congress, the univer- 
sitles and the country. Not to 
mention embroiling the gov- 
ernment's department of airry 
tricks in home front efforts. 


The reaction here to this ex. 


posed deception is interesting. 
The White House has stopped 
the funds and ducked. The State 
Department has issued an unc- 
tuous statement about protect- 
ing the integrity of students, 
and the liberals in the Con- 
gress have attacked the C.I.A. 


But the C.I.A. is nottoblame, 


Richard Helms, the director, 
and Cord Myer, who presided 
over these programs for him, 
are high-minded men who were 
carrying out policies ordered 
from 
above. The surprising 


thing is 
not that they were 


caught, but that the C.I.A. got 
away with this for so long. It 
does not have the protection 
of an official secrets act, as 
in Britain. It has no British 
"D" notice to warn publica. 
tions against printing sensi* 
tive information. It has a very 
large personnel turnover. It 
was confiding to new officers 
of the student organizations 
every year. It has been under 
sharp newspaper surveillance 
and university criticism, es- 
pecially since the start of the 
bombing in Vietnam, and the 
leaders of the National Student 
Association went to Vice Pres. 
ident Humphrey last year and 
urged him to find ways of get. 
ting 
open instead of secret 


funds. 


Yet nothing was done until 


the evidence was out, and even 
now the administration is net. 
ther correcting the problem 
nor coming clean. It is trap, 
ped in other confidences it has 
taken with other individuals and 
institutions in the labor unions, 
newspapers, press and radio of 
the world, where again its pur* 
poses may be laudable but some 
of its financial arrangements 
are vulnerable. And each fu. 
hire disclosure about these will 
be another drop of poison. 


What has been needed for a 


long time, and what is still 
needed now, is a candid dis- 
cussion of the problem of sub. 
version, and congressional ap- 
proval of a government-sup- 
ported but privately adminis- 
tered institution that will de- 
fend the nation's interests in 
the intellectual communities of 
Oie world. 


This is what the British have 


had for generations in The Bri. 
tish Council, which provides 
funds to support a variety of 
British intellectual, social, and 
political interests. They get 
along very well over there 
with their comfortable false- 
hoods, and they are not above 
corrupting others, but at least 
they do not deceive or corrupt 
themselves. 


Maybe something like this 


will come out of the present 
controversy here. Meanwhile, 
our only consolation is that we 
must not really be such a wick, 
ed people, because we run these 
secret conspiracies so clumsi- 
ly.

fugitives from justice, and the 
government believes that there 
is no expectation of these de. 
fendants ever returning to the 
United States while, these in- 
dictments are pending." 


For ten years the golden 


Greek had stayed out of Uncle 
Sam's reach. But when the tax 
judgment was announced April 
26, 1966, Assistant U.S. At- 
torney Laurence Vogel in New 
York went out of his way to 
add: "There is absolutely no 
tax claim against Mr. Niarchos 
personally." 


A few hours later, Niarchos 


returned to this country for 
the first time in more than a 
decade. The accotnodating Jus. 
tice Department had made the 
deal Just in time for him to 
reach his wife's bedside before 
the birth of their daughter. 
The settlement was finalized 
on April 26; Niarchos arrived 
in New York City the following 
day. 


But there was one fact which 


the Justice Department did not 
announce. 


With penalties, Niarchos/s 


tax liability added up to a total 
$25 million, and the Justice 
Department's 
announcement 


gave the impression that the 
full amount would be collected. 


What wasn't mentioned was 


the fact that Niarchos* s com. 
panics had secretly settled for 
a mere $1,468,002 and that the 
rest of the tax debt had been 
written off as uncollectible. 


It had been also agreed that 


Niarchos could enter the coun» 
try free of personal liability. 


Small taxpayers, who have 


had their paychecks attached 
to pay back taxes, may get the 
impression that it helps to have 
friends in high places. They 
are right.

Everytime I hear someone complain about being unhappy at 


work I want to say to him, "God has a vocation for you, but 
you'll never find it unless you seek Him out." And 1 can 
speak from personal experience. 


I wanted to be a professional football player from the time I 


was 8 years old. I practiced every chance I had. I studied-plays 
and went out for every team that would take me. 


Then, after, several good years of playing 


college football, the break came in my senior 
year. I was invited to sign up with a profes- 
sional football team. The contract was for a 
salary that was bigger than anything of which 
I had dreamed. 


The unexpected then "happened. - I also was 


contacted by a school and offered a position 
as a football coach. 


The salary, however, was only a third of what 


the professional team had offered, and there 
were a number of potential headaches involved 
with the job. This was certainly not what I had 
dreamed of at all. It seemed an easy choice to make, but since 
I had been taught bv my parents to pray about every decision, I 
paused and did this. 


And the answer was not really what I wanted to hear. For 


God revealed to me that His plan for my life was to be a coach. 
My vocation was to help build men and in the process develop 
good football players. 
The example 1 was to use: Jesus of 


Nazareth. 


I took the position as coach and today have that solid, deep, 


down feeling of satisfaction because I'm in the vocation 1 should 
be in. 


Vocations that serve God, I'm convinced, are not limited to 


the ministry or other church-related careers. 


I believe bricklaying, weather forecasting, clerking in a 


store and, yes, playing professional football also can be "God 
serving." 


Whether you have a job or a vocation, in my opinion, depends 


on whether your emphasis is on what you take from the job— 
or what you give to it. 


I'm sorry for the boy or the girl who picks a job simply for 


its monetary rewards. It will always be a Job, never a vocation. 


I'm sorry for the athlete who picks his career based on the 


size of the bonus. 


All these( individuals may spend the rest of their lives 


wondering about that "other" vocation, the one God might 
have shown them had they been willing to receive His help.

fPublic Welfare' — The Rouse Home 


The Rouse Home Is located on Route 6 at the east edge of 


Youngsville. It is a private, non-profit institution which provides 
both nursing and domiciliary care for aged, indigent and other 
adults who are not able to care for themselves. In September of 
1962 it was officially recognized by the Pennsylvania Department 
of Public Welfare as a private institution, and therefore permits 
eligible guests to receive monthly grants from the Department 
of Public Assistance for their maintenance costs. It is a unique 
home in that it is the only private, non-profit institution within 
the state which offers its faculties to a county for such purposes. 
Many other counties within the state completely maintain and 
finance some institution for the elderly within their own juris- 
diction. 


1. What is the procedure for making investigations and 


granting aide? 


Those people who wish to be admitted to the Rouse Home must 


meet certain requirements as set by the Commissioners of the 
Rouse Estate. No formal investigations are carried out by these 
three commissioners. However, the 70 per cent of the guests at 
the home presently receiving Dept. of Public Assistance grants 
are thoroughly investigated by the State Dept. of Welfare prior 
to receiving this aid. 


2. What are the rules of eligibility? 


1. Applicants must be residents of Warren County for at 


least 1 year. 


2. Applicants may possess assets, real and personal, not 


over $500. 


3. A patient may be admitted directly from a hospital for 


no more than 60 days recuperating period without declaring 
his assets. 


4. A patient may own a residence if spouse or dependent 


child remains in same. 


5. No admissions are refused because of sex, color, age 
or creed. 
3. How many needy aged are being helped? Generally 120 


guests. 


4. Has there been a marked change in the number of persons 


receiving aid in recent years? 


No. there has not been a marked change in the number; 


however, the type of aid has changed rather radically. In pre- 
vious years the majority of cases were ambulatory and could 
assist themselves and often work around the estate. In recent 
years, the greatest portion of cases have been of the intensive- 
care type and, if not bed-ridden, these guests are largely 
dependent upon the care of others. 


5. What is the average case load per worker and what 


authority establishes it? 


Minimum requirements are set by the state and are as 


follows at the Rouse Home: (Number of nurses and aides) 


INTENSIVE CARE 


1 to every 8 patients in day hours. 
1 to every 12 patients, evenings. 
1 to every 20 patients, nights. 


AMBULATORY GUESTS 


1 to every 20 guests during days. 
1 to every 30 guests, evenings. 
1 to every 40 guests, nights.

There is an operating expenditure at Rouse of $278,000 for the 


present year. This, of course, is flexible & depends on number 
of guests. 


7. How much of the money comes from the Federal govern- 


ment? From the State? From the County? What is the size of 
the average allowance? 


There is no direct financial aid from the Federal government. 


In 1966 $35,000 came from the Social Security payments made to 
the individual guests and turned over by them to the Rouse 
administration. As of January 1, 1907 "extended care benefits" 
under Medicare will be available to residents of the Home who 
qualify. Grants from the State Dept. of Public Assistance in the 
form o; individual payments are made directly to the individual 
guest, who then purchases care at the Home. This amounted to 
$120,000 in 1966. 


The County appropriation amounted to $60,000, making a $500 


annual average allowance from the county, per patient. The rest 
of the income comes from personal payments of the guests and 
their families, and about 5 per cent from investments and 
miscellaneous sources. 


8. How is the institution administered? By whom? To whom 


does he report? 


The Rouse Home is administered by the Commissioners of 


the Rouse Estate, who are the three Warren County Commis- 
sioners, as provided in the Will of Henry Rouse, They are at 
present: Lewis L. Crippen, chairman; D. H. Lay and Blain M, 
Mead. Mr. Kenneth N. Greenlund is retained by them and reports 
to them, functioning as Administrator. 


9. What proceedings are required before admittance to the 


institution? 


All applicants must have a physician's examination, and their 


financial condition must meet admission requirements. They can 
apply to the offices of the Commissioners at the Courthouse or 
at the Rouse Home through the Administrator. 


10. Describe the physical plant and the number of inmates. 
There are at present approximately 120 guests in the home, 


60 per cent of whom are women. They are served by a staff of 
more than 40 people. There are two buildings now: ambulatory 
patients are on the second floors, and intensive-care and ill 
guests are on the ground floors. The dining room is in the 
basement, and the kitchen is next to it. There are not enough 
rest rooms and some of the rooms have overcrowded conditions 
with more beds in them than should be. However, they are 
pleasantly decorated and clean. Because there is a policy of 
admitting all eligible persons who wish to come to Rouse, there 
is no waiting list at the present; but, therefore, there are more 
patients to each room than originally intended. 


At this time there is an extensive buildingprogram under way 


which, when completed in June of 1967, will provide 113 new bed 
spaces, increasing the capacity to 180 guests. In addition, there 
will be completely modern and expanded recreation, food prepa- 
ration, dining, and treatment and examination facilities. Total 
estimated cost is $1,044,000, which will be financed as follows: 
$629,333 to local funds from Warren County taxes; $314,667 in 
grants from the Federal government through the Hill-Burton 
program; and $100,000 in revenue of the Rouse Home, particu- 
larly oil production. 


11. Has there been training provided for the inmates? Other 


facilities? 


None at the present time. Conditions are too crowded. The 


limited space does not allow for therapy, training, etc. 


12. What is the cost of administration to the County? How 


much is spent for each guest per day? Per year? How much is 
paid by each guest? Are the institutions run on a budget or by 
the payment of a given amount per day per inmate? 


The total cost of administration in 1966 was $266,831.26, of 


which $60,000 was a direct County appropriation. This means 
that $500 is expended per patient each year, or about $1.38 per 
day by the County. Presently the monthly rates are $210 for 
non-ambulatory and $135 for ambulatory guests. The monthly 
charge may be paid by the guest, his family, the State Dept. of 
Public Welfare, Warren County, or a combination of these 
sources. The Rouse Home program is set up with a yearly 
budget administered by the Commissioners. 


13. How many County patients are in this institution? What is 


the average length of stay by case type? 


There are usually 120 patients in the Rouse Home. There is 


no average length of stay which can be given. The majority of 
cases now at the Home are intensive-care patients and it is 
difficult to determine average length of time of each case. 


14. If the State Welfare department does any work in con- 


nection with the Rouse Home what would this be? 


The State Department of Welfare establishes and develops the 


criteria under which all public and private institutions operate. 


15. What, if any, are the medical qualifications of the personnel 


and employees at the Rouse Home? 


At the present time there are two staff doctors, Dr. John 


Thompson and Dr. Richard Peters; four registered nurses, 
and 29 practical nurses and trained aides. These practical 
nurses and aides all go through a training program, and are on 
probation until completion of the training by the registered 
nurses.

NEW YORK—If the somewhat embarrassed voting members 


of the baseball writers association fumbled the ball the first 
time, they handled it neatly tor a clean recovery the second 
time* 
In a runoff election, whose results were tabulated 


Thursday, they swept Red Ruffing into the Hall of Fame at 
Cooperstown. 
For the redheaded pitcher it was a close call 


because this was his last year of eligibility as a writers' 
candidate. 
Thankfully, though, he made it and that's all that 


counts. 
It had looked for awahile as though a conspiracy had acci- 


dentally been devised to keep him out. A year ago the regu- 
lar election was fudged up by listing as candidates some men 
whose eligibility had expired, 
Ted Williams was voted to 


anyway but Ruffing, the runner-up, was 18 ballots short of the 
required 75 per cent. So the press box tenants petitioned the 
Hall of Fame authorities for permission to hold an extra elec- 
tion this year as a fair way of righting any wrongs which may 
have been done by the siphoning off of votes for illegal candi- 
dates. 


Such permission was granted but the writers dropped the ball 


again. Ruffing and Joe Medwick finished in a tie, seven votes 
short of the needed 75 per cent. Hence the run-off, which has 
slightly different rules. 
Again the requirement was for the 


appearance of the names on three-quarters of the ballots but 
only one man could be elected unless there was a tie. Ruffing 
gained 87 per cent of the votes and Medwick 81 per cent but the 
roughneck outfielder for the rowdy Gas House Gang of St. 
Louis still was shut out. 


If Joe learned nothing else during a later tenure with the 


Brooklyn Dodgers, it was the Ebbets Field rallying cry of: 
"Wait 'till next year," There will be another writers' elec. 
tion in 1968'and this onetime batting champion, triple-crown 
winner and most valuable player should make it then. He had 
better because it will be his last season of eligibility. 


Actually, there never should have been a run-off and both 


Red and Joe should have made it on the original voting tabulation. 
IV s obvious that the wielders of the franchise exercised far 
more perceptiveness and attention to duty than they had the 
first time in January. 
Some of their votes then were dis- 


gracefully frivolous. 


ThaPs what caused such a universal outcry and such bitter 


condemnation of the brothers by so many writers, including this 
one. Most blame was levelled at the younger members of the 
lodge. 
Yet vote^ounters leaked out the news that the gray- 


beards rather than the kids were at fault. Of the 118 ballots 
that failed to include Ruffing and Medwick, only 15 were filed 
by scribes who never saw either play. 
But 103 were cast 


by members with longer experience. 


However, the furore will have one beneficial effect. At its 


next meeting the baseball writers association will do some- 
thing about rearranging the electoral system. One proposal is 
that a screening committee weed out those who obviously 
are unqualified. 
IV s the clutter of candidates that occas- 


ionally will trick even a conscientious voter into overlook- 
ing the obvious. 


Another suggestion is that spaces for ten names on a ballot 


are too much. Although it is not necessary to vote for 10, too 
many try too hard to fill it all the way. This also leads to 
overlooking the obvious and accounts for so many sentimental 
selections of the unworthy. 


Five spaces should more than suffice but only after a hard- 


nosed screening groi*) puts a limit on candidates. Only a reform 
will save a great organization, the baseball writers associa- 
tion, from the embarrassing consequences of this year's un- 
happy election.

Bill Bevevino, a staunch believer In individuality, once voiced 


a complaint to me that seems particularly appropos at this 
time of stress and strain over teachers' salaries. 


He said, if I remember right, that education in general and 


teachers in particular receive more attention in the public eye 
than any other occupation, including most other tax-supported 
jobs. 


They've brought it about themselves, it seems to me, be- 


cause they've been the first to put their case in the public 
print; not locally, perhaps, but certainly on a national scale 
through the National Education Association, The stories of 
teacher shortages, of studies comparing one state's salary scale 
to another's, and of their devout devotion to their profession 
—all of this too-prolific publicity sometimes works to their 
disadvantage. 


The current flap is over salaries, and the teachers aren't 


talking too much about it. The main reason, I think, is that 
(1) They do not feel it's a matter that is any more open to pub. 
lie scrutiny than the salary system of a private business— 
a debatable point at best, since tax dollars are involved, and 
(2) they feel they aren't getting a fair shake in the press— 
another debatable point, since their side can't be presented 
unless they tell us what it is. 


But be that as It may, all of the publicity comes about 


for two reasons. The first is that school board business, and 
the workings of the school system, is public business and open 
to scrutiny and debate, because we're all stockholders. If 
you don't believe it, add up your property and earned income 
taxes, to mention just a few. The second reason is what I 
mentioned before; the public, and newspapers, are accustomed 
to thinking of education and teachers because they've been con. 
ditioned by mountains of publicity, generated and perpetuated 
by school authorities and teachers or their representatives.

DEPRESSED MOTHER SYNDROME 


The health of the mother may be reflected in that 


of her child. Dr. Stuart Carne of Hammersmith, Eng- 
land, has witnessed more than 40 Instances in which a 
depression in the mother is followed by feeding diffi- 
culties in her child. When the mother's condition is 
treated successfully, the baby gets well. 


Most of these children vomit shortly after eating. 


The parents usually blame too little or too much food, 
an unsuitable milk mixture, bad posture in holding the 
baby when nursing, or gas. When vomiting continues, 
X-rays are suggested. However, they are negative when 
maternal depression is responsible for the feeding diffi. 
culties. 


vomit almost as soon as the mother was discharged 
from the hospital. Dr. Carne learned that she was 
very depressed and could not sleep because the tyke 
kept her awake. The infant did not cry but she still 
could not sleep. Another sign of depression was her 
fear that something would happen to her baby. 


An anti-depressive drug was prescribed and within 


a short period of time, both mother and child were much 
better. Most of the cases seen by Dr. Carne follow a 
similar pattern. The mother is depressed before or af« 
ter childbirth. The child begins to vomit shortly after 
returning home. 


Depression after childbirth is fairly common. We do 


not know how often the infant develops gastrointestinal 
symptoms, but when the combination exists and the baby 
is otherwise healthy, nothing need be done for the in- 
fant, except to treat the mother.

Was one religious group 
responsible, or many? Was the 
Roman Empire? The human 
race? Who was there?" 


Who was really there? Chris- 


tians have it on the most reliable 
authority 
that 
GOD WAS 


THERE. "For God so loved the 
world that he gave his only 
Son . . . Father, into thy hands 
I commit my spirit . . . God 
was in Christ reconciling the 
world to himself ..." (From 
John 3 and 17, and IICorinthians 
5). 


OTHERS 
WERE 
THERE. 


"Then the soldiers of the gover- 
nor took Jesus . . . and led him 
away to crucify him . . . And 
the people stood by, watching 
. . . The rulers scoffed at him 
. . . The soldiers also mocked 
him . . . And all the multitudes 
who assembled to see the sight, 
when they saw what had taken 
place, returned home beating 
their breasts ..."

On Rulings 


ERIE — Erie County Com- 


mon Pleas Court Judge-desig- 
nate Lindley R. McClelland said 
Thursday the U. S. Supreme 
Court "has made it necessary 
for lawyers to babysit with 
criminals." 


McClelland said there has 


been about a 53 per cent in- 
crease in the crime rate in the 
last four years with the rate in- 
creasing about six times as fast 
as the population. 


In his talk to members of the 


Erie Exchange Club, the jurist 
slammed the nation's highest 
court as the "self-appointed su- 
preme rulers" of the country. 


McClelland said—"The Su- 


preme Court has now wrought 
an absolute revolution" in four 
areas of justice. 


He said the "revolution" cov- 


ered search and seizure, right 
to counsel, trial publicity and 
confessions. 


About the recent rulings re- 


garding a defendant's right to 
counsel, the judge said, "The 
court is saying criminals are 
entitled to a lawyer from the 
cradle to the grave." 


Regarding the obtaining of 


confessions, 
McClelland ac- 


cused the high court of "exalt- 
ing form over substance" in 
ruling that each defendant must 
immediately upon arrest be 
notified of three rights.
